LONDON, July 3.—One startlingly new 
thing . stood out in Premier Lloyd 
George’ $ eagerly expected speech on the 
Peace Treaty in the House -of Commons 
today. .That was the announcement that 
‘the ex-Kaiser ‘would “be tried before an 
allied tribunal in London. 

The mest. of his speech was a report to 
the. House-and the action on the Péace 
Treaty. ‘Fhis showed that he was finally 
satisfied of the cxcellence of the work 
he had done, and also aliye to the criti- 
cisms it would meet and the use that 
Might be. made of it in domestic 
politics. No/small part of his speech was 
defoted to answering the criticisms of 
those: who hold that the terms’ are too 
- hard. 

‘Thé house was crowded as the Premier 
jcame in and the members rose to their 
feet'to greet him; The Prince of Wales 
was in the Peers’ Gallery. Ambassador 
Davis was among.the' diplomats present. 

After a tribute to the assistance he had 
received fromm Balfour, Barnes, the Do- 
Minion Ministers and the Government 
experts, he drew an eloquent picture 
between the Germany of 1914 and the 
Germany of today. There was no gloat- 
ing over the Plight to which she was 
vom ag the Premier merely pointed 
out t facts and stated that from his 
‘point of view the terms she would 

have exacted if she had been successful 
~ ‘were terrible. 

This gave him his text and he took 
typ the challenge of his labor critics, 
carrying ‘the House through the main 
outlines of the settlement, the liberation 
of oppressed territory; the reduction of 
atriendments, the trial of the ex-Kaiser 
and others, and asked defiantly which 
one of these was unjust.

PARIS, July .2.—Conciliatory and 
satisfactory assurances have been 
received by. the allied powers in re- 
sponse to théir communication to }. 
the German Government stating that 
the blockade 6f Germany be lifted 4 
when. the treaty is ratified by the 
Germans. . The German Government's 
note said the National Assembly at 
Weimar was eXpected to ratify the 
treaty early next week’ and President 
Ebert would carry out the terms 
faithfully. 

In the communication the German 
Government expresses the hope that 
with the lifting ofthe blockade the 
allied powers would also arrange to 
release German prisoriers of war. 
The attitude of the German Govern- 
ment created an excellent impression 
in allied quarters. -Continuance of 
that attitude is certain to result in 
willingness of the Allies to show most 
favorable consideration toward Ger- 
many in carrying out the peace con- 
ditions.

French Action in Making Public 
Separate Protective Agree- 
ment Is Criticised.

,PARIS, July 3.—Some feeling has been 
aroused over the action of the French 
Government in publishing the texts of 
the Franco-American and Anglo-French 
treaties binding the United ‘States and 


Great Britain to go to the assistance of, 


France ‘‘in case of an unprovoked 
movement of aggression being made 
against France by Germany.”’ 

The publication of the Franco-Ameri- 


can treaty violates the principle that in- 
ternational conventions to which the 
United States is a party must be held 
under the ban of secrecy until the Sen- 
ate, which -is a part of the treaty-mak- 
ing authority, authorizes~the publica- 
tion. 

Before leaving Paris last week Prest- 
dent Wilson explained this principle to 
the French officials, and it was under- 
Stood that he obtained a promise that 
the French Government would be bound 
by it, as the publication in Europe would 
mean that the text was certain .to be 
published in the United States. 

The French Foreign Office printed 
sevéral hundred. copies of both com- 
pacts- and distributed th among 
members of the Chamber of \Deputies 
and Senate as confidetitial documents. 
Brief summaries of the conventions 
began to appear tn the. Paris press, 
however, and the fear was expressed 
that the complete texts would be given 
out by some member of Parliament. 
Moreover, considerable pressure was ex- 
erted to have the texts furnished to the 
French public, in order to quiet appre- 
hension that the German Treaty. of 
Peace did not afford. sufficient )guaran- 
tees for the protection of the French 
against German aggression, 

Whatever the cause, a sudden decision 
was reached by the French Government 
late yesterday to publish the treaties.

Wilsori on the 
George Washington and obtained his as- 
sent to the publication is erroneous, Mr. 
Lansing took no*action, as he was well 
aware that it was contrary to the Presi- 
dent’s wish and in violation of the rule 
that the Seriate alone was entitled to re- 
move the ban of secrecy #0 far as the 
United States was. concerned.

ALL, POLICE POWER 
TURNED UPON REDS 


City, State, and Nation Unite to 
Prevent Threatened Out- 
break of Radicals. 


PRECAUTIONS NATION-WIDE 


Many Buildings and Persons 
Who Have Been Active Against 
Bolshevism Put Under Guard. 


. The entire Police force of New York 
City wason duty last night ready to re- 


ispond on. the instant to call should there 


be.an outbreak on thé part of anarch- 
ists, Boisheviki, or other.alieén elements 
opposed to Government and the main- 
tenance of law ana oraer. The-State 
Guard is also ready, and arrangements 
have been made to call the men,to the 
armories if they are needed to reinforce 
the police. Brig. Gen. George A. Dyer 
will command if the Guard is <alled out. 

Back of these.city and State agencies 
and ready to co-operate in the event of 
an emergency was the entire personnel 
of the Department of Justice Bureau for 
the District of New York, the authori- 
ties of the five counties included within 
the limits of New York City, the staffs 
of deputies of the United States Mar- 
shals for the Southern and Eastern Dis- 
tricts of New York, and the local bureau 
of the Postal Imspection Service. Never 
before, said the police, was the city bet- 
ter guarded or preparations for any 
emergency so complete as. at present. 
These precautions, it may be added, will 
be continued indefinitely. 

What is-true of New York City is true 
of the rest of the country. Plans for 
the safeguarding of life and . property 
against any: possible outbreak of Bol- 
sheviki or other disloyal elements were 
worked out at the meeting of police 
chiefs of the various cities held at Police 
Headquarters last Sunday afternoon, at 
which conference Chief William J. 
Flyin of the Department of Justice Bu- 
reau of Investigation represented Attor- 
ney General Palmer and submitted the 
plans approved by the Government for 
the co-operation of Federal, State and 
municipal, police authorities in ‘handling 
possible outbreak by the ‘red flag’ 
elements in the population. 

In this city all of the principal Fed- 
eral, city, State and county buildings 
aré under guard, as well as churches, 
the Stock change and the homes of 
citizens who have been prominent in the 
prosecution of Boisheviki, anarchists 
and other persons of like seditious 
views. Every member of the Legisla- 
tive Committee appointed to investigate 
Bolshevism and kindred movements in 
this State is under the protection of the 
polids and Federal agents. 

Police Inspect Anarchist Haunts. 


Very quiétly and without display the 
police began early yesterday an inspec- 
tion of the haunts of more than twenty 
anarchist groups in this city. These 
places were -thoroughly searched, and 
all documents, printed or Written, of an 
incendiary nature were seized, according 
to an_undfficlal report last night. The 
persons in ‘the places which were sub- 
jected to inspection submitted quietly, 
and so far as is known no arrests were 
made. Varfous alien sgitators have been 
listed in thé past we-vk or ten days; and 
their activities are now ‘being investi- 
gated with a view to their possible de- 
portation. It is understood that eighteen 
anarchists have been deported through 
Ellis Island this week.

He and Dempsey Fight at 3:30 Today 





Many Women to be Among the 70,000 Spectators at the Huge 
Stadiam—Experts’ Views on Outcome Vary, Though 
Trend of Betting Favors the Champion.

TOLEDO, OHIO, July 3.—At 3:30 
o'clock. tomorrow afternoon, if every- 
thing goes according to:schedule, Jess 
Willard and Jack Dempsey will put up 
their hands in the center of the greatest 
arena yet built for a boxing spectacle 
in the United States, 70,000 men and 
women will give a final sigh of antici- 
pation and the battle for the world’s 
heavyweight championship will be on. 

The fighters will enter the ring with 
as, wide a divergence of opinion on the 
part of experts as to who will win as 
has ever marked a title bout in this 
country. ha who have Scilowed the 
boxing game for years wil- 
lard wil wt * “witht & by 
a knock-out ; other experts, equally weil- 
known, insist: that there will be. nothing 
to it but Dempsey. One thing is certain, 
no challenger has ever entered & ring 
against a champion with as meager a 
record as that of Dempsey against 
fighters of class and has had so many 
good judges backing him with opinion 
and cash. 

The Dempsey fad has been one of the 
oddities.of this fight. A couple of weeks 
ago there was hardly any one’ in Toledo 
who had the valor to suggest that pos- 
sibly. the champion might win. Every¢ 
thing was Dempsey, but in the last few 
days the sentiment has shifted a bit 
and the betting. odds tell the story. 
/Whjle there are all kinds of bets on 
record, at widely varying odds and on 
various propositions besides that of the 
mere naming of the winner, the aver-. 
age odds tonight are 5 to 4 on Willard. 
The Dempsey fad was largely - based, 
when it is analyzed, .on Jack’s personal 
popularity and.on Jess's personal un- 
popularity. But, when it comes down 
to the last few hours and the big wads 
are ambling into town, sentiment is 
becoming less fashionable and Willard’s 
great physical bulk and his. prestige as 
holder of the championship are having 
their effect. No really big wagers have 
yet been recorded, but it is “estimated 
that by the time the fighters enter the 
ring, theredwill have been $2,000, 900 bet 
on one or the other. ~- Almost everyone 
here either has a bet down now or in- 
tends to put one down tomorrow. 

Providing that only 50,000 of those 
at the arena bet, and taking an average 
of $40 to a bet, which is believed fair, 
we have a couple of millions in sight, 
and the total amount to be wagered may 
~wéll run far above this sum. 

Expect 70,000 There. 

It is expected that at least 70,000 per- 
sons will cheer the sweltering fighters 
on. The arena will hold 80,000 if every 
foot is occupied by standees and every 
seat. taken, and Tex Rickard says that 
this number may witness the spectacle. 
But he is more inclined to be conserva- 
tive and place the attendanee 10,000 be- 
low the maximum, 

It is expected that a large number of 
women will be present. Most of .the 
women, for some reason which’ analysts 
have not been able to explain, are for 
Dempsey. The ladies are going to have 
as warm an afternoon as the male fans, 
lfor any woman who has the. courage 
to raiseja parasol is likely to be the im- 
mediate centre of a young riot. 

And hot it is going to be in the ut- 
terly shadeless arena, according to the 
local wéather forecaster. He says “fair 
and warm,’’ and ‘‘warm’’ in Toledo 
means hot, extremely hot. The prophet 
thinks that the thermometer is going 
to aviate tomorrow and that it will go 
pirouetting up above the 90 mark, and 
90 in Toledo seems about like 100 in New 
York, because of the peculiar stagnant 
quality of the Toledo atmosphere, It 
was 94 here today, and there is nothing 
to indicate that tomorrow is going to be 
any more like Greenland than was to- 
day. But aftersall, no ome cares very 
much as long as it doesn’t rain. 

Both fighters spent a day quiet in- 
Dou it was a sad

Willard loafed around the veranda of 
his house on Parkwood Avenue for most 
of the day, and then went for a lengthy 
auto ride. Willard is not worrying the 
least iota and his confidence is one of 
the most complété things jn the State of 
Ohio tonight. Some of the old heads 
are wagging over this very confidencé, 
and ‘it is being.gaid .by. some, of these 
pessimists that Willard is too confident 
and is holding Dempsey too lightly. The 
whampion déclites himself right at the 
point in his training where hé wanted 
to be and eontiders himself in excellent 
shape for the battle. At-any rate, -the 
charge can’t be brought against the title- 
holder that he is overtrained. 

This, however, is what another group 
of wise ones are saying about Dempsey. 
With more wagging of. pessimistic. heads 
it is declared.to all listeners in the ro- 
tunda of the Secor.Hotel that Jack is 
too fine. He reached the apéx of his 
training four days too soon, according 
‘to these prophets of woe. It is sure, 
anyway, that Dempsey is very fine. The 
fact that he added another/meal today 
shows that he needs a bit more flesh, 
if anything. The heat bothers Dempsey 
more than it does Willard. As far as 





worry over the fight is concerned, Jack 
seems no more perturbed than Jess. 
They are probably two of the least wor- 
ried men who ever faced a champion- 
ship bout. 

Confer on the Rules. * 


Dempsey spent the same kind of a 
day as Willard, less'the auto ride. The 
challenger loafed around his camp at 
Point Place, on Maumee Bay, and went 
in for the dolce far niente stuff. The 
Dempsey cohorts rather gota buinp or 
even. two or three bumps, When the 
meeting was held this morning to g0 
over the rules which. will govern the 
contest. At the meeting were W. A. 
Gavin, representing the Army, Navy, 
and Civilian Board of Boxing Control; 
Ollie Pecord, the referee; Ray Archer, 
representing Willard, and Jack Kearns, 
for Dempsey. % 

About the only point which was won 
by the Dempsey legionaries was the de- 
cision to have thé judges separated, 
Major Biddle to be at one side of the 
ring and Tex Rickard at the other. The 
rabbit punch, a ‘favorite of Jess's is to 
be allowed, despite the howls of the 
Demseyites. The kidney- punch is 
barred. The rules of the Tolede Boxing 
Commission will govern, instead of the 
straight Marquis of Queensberry rules. 

There is. plenty of hot air: in Toledo 
besides that of the atmosphere and a 
lot of this being wafted forth from 
heated enthusiasts on the subject of the 
decision, provided the fight. goes twelve 
rounds and both men’are on their feet 
when the final gong sounds, The Demp- 
sey men are insisting that their man 
will have to make Jeas look like-a relic 
of Chateau-Thierry in order to get the 
decision, and that no champion’ will lose 
his title unless he is plainly outclassed 
and by a sparen as great as a Toledo

Their opponents in argument insist 
that men of the standing of Major Bid-

The decision to abandon the trans- 
atlantic voyage for which the big mia- 
chine originally came to Newfoundland, 
resulted from an urgent request to the 
members of the expedition here from 
the firm's London headquarters that an 
effort be made to reach America before 
the dirigible R-34, which is now on the 
way. Whether she stops.or proceeds 
over Newfoundland on her westward 
journey, the Handley-Page machine 
should beat the R-34 to Mineola. 

The biplane’s landing there will be 
effected, if possible, on either Hazel- 
burst or Mitchel fields, since the fliers 
here are unofficially informed that the 
United States Government: permits no 
flying over Roosevelt Field while the 


R-34 is expected there. After a few-| 


days’ stay at Long Island the Handley- 
Page will fly to Atlantic City. Present 
plans contemplate its being taken over 
by the American branch of the ‘firm 
and its permanent retension in_ the 
United States: It is probable that it 
will do much ‘long distance and exhibi- 
tion flying there. 

The expedition heads here believe the 
Handley-Page firm’ is not permanently 
eliminated, however, from “an effort~to 
fly the Atlantic and, if possible, better 
the. Vickers-Vimy pioneer record by a 
non-stop voyage from Newfoundland to 
England, They state definitely that the 
present four-engined biplane will be per- 
manently out of the contest for ocean 
crossing ‘honors, but believe the firm 
can be induced to enter another.

SEES VIENNA REVOLT NEAR. 


Von Stauss Says Berlin Fears Red 
Rule in Austria. 


BERLIN, July 2, (Associated Press.)— 
Emil von Btauss, Director of the 
Deutsche Bank and one of the German 
financial delegates recently at Ver- 
sailles, said today that financial circles 
in Berlin ~were .gravely apprehensive 
that Vienna might shortly fallinto the 
hands of the Bolsheviki; reports indi- 
cating that the city was politically in 
imminent danger, in view of the activi- 
ties of Hungarian Communists. 

The Hungarians, he said, wére not only 
freely spending corruption funds, but 
had succeeded in perfecting an organiza- 
tion to.a degree threatening the over- 
throw of the Renner Cabinet and the 
proclamation of a Soviet republic. 

Herr von_Stauss indicated that Ger- 
many would be ‘‘ only too glad *’ to send 
ag to the relief of Vienna, as it did 
in the case of Municn, put added that 
there is a suspicion prevailing in offi- 
cial circles here that the Entente would 
promptly oppose such an expedition.’’ 

““The prospect of having a Soviet re- 
public for our eastern neighbor,’’ Herr 
von Stauss said, ‘‘is none too alluring, 
in view of our many internal problems 
and sufferings.

President Wilson, in 
particular, pointed out that Bratiano’s 
first objection (that the insertion of such 
a clause in the Austrian treaty was an 
infringement on the smaller States’ sov- 
ereignty) although well founded, was 
more than met by the fact that the 
small States owed their victory wholly | ¢ 
to the great powers and that they were 
still dependent on the great powers if 
they were to enjoy the victory fruits. 

Second, as this very war had arisen in 
the first instance from a Small State 
dispute, the-great..powers were fully 
justified in the interests of every one in 
insuring as far as possible that small 
State sources’ of trouble should be han- 
dled’ without individual prejudice and 
settled by an independent body in ac- 
cordance with right-and justice: 

The most common cause of trouble 
was the question of the rights of alien} ; 
minorities. 
for the great powers to watch that no 
fdture conflagration be provoked by in- 
judicious treatment of such minorities 
by any State, ‘small or great. : 

In reply to Bratiano’s second objec- 
tion, that these minorities would be en- 
couraged by the clause in the treaty to

He takes the d also that if pro- 
hibition of beer .must be accepted’

policy for all put into effect: The 
present policy, he says, is breeding | U 
class hatred on an alarming scale. 

Mr, Gompers asserts that conditions in 
Michigan, where radical groups have in- 
ternational headquarters, are reflected 
throughout .the nation, and he asserts 
that attempts to foster the I. W. W, 
Bolshevist movement in Michigan had 
failed until prohibition was introduced. 

The House of the Masses, the head- 
quarters of the radicals in Detroit, says 
Mr. Gompers, has increased its mem- 
bership to 21,600 since prohibition be- 
came effective. He also gives a list of 
125 publications which have been in 
great demand and have been distributed 
by the hundreds of thousands. Of the 
movement he says:

“A certain Congressman from the 
West has seen fit to challenge on that i 
floor of the House the correctness of 
my statement that depriving the Ameri- 
cah workingman of his glass of beer 
tends to promote industrial unrest and 
discontent. In this connection I have 
in my possession a detailed report, made 
by an important investigator, upon con- 
ditions in Detroit, Mich., a city with a 
population of something like a million 
souls, the largest city under prohibition. 
Michigan went dry in May, 1018, which 
means that Detroit has for practicaly 
fourteen months been what is verbally 
termed ary.

But we have a deep: conviction’ that 
the United States by jealously safe- 
guarding «those relations of esteem 
and friendship. with France and Great 
Britain that have been built up dur- 
ing the war, by a continuance of the 
common- understanding. that these 
three great Powers are knit together 
by ties of interest and affection, may 
and should put its attitude toward 
such acts of aggression and menace to 
the peace of the world so far beyond 
question that no treaty would be re- 
quired. The United States, Great 
Britain, and. France, as the. three 
greatest Powers in the League of 
Nations, can assure peace by their 
friendship, common understanding, 
and effort.

A BLOW AT FREE SPEECH.’ 

It is a shameful confession the Po- 
lice Department makes when it in- 
forms the management of Carnegie 
Hall that it will be unable to guar- 
antee protection for a meeting of Rus- 
sians designed to be held there this 
evening, and therefore advises them 
to keep the hall dark. These Russians 
are not Bolsheviki; if they were, we 
judge from our late experiences that 
authority would not interfere. So- 
cialists are allowed to hold their 
meetings in Madison Square Garden 
and denounce the Government they 
live under, but opponents of the Bol- 
sheviki cannot have the privilege of 
holding meetings at which to set be- 
fore the public their own side of the 

case. This ts not because the police 
sympathize with the Bolsheviki; it is 
because they confess themselves in- 
competent to give protection against 
disturbers. 

No matter what —— may have 
been made of the New York police 
force, it has always been their boast 
and the city’s pride that they could 
cope with organized violence. Never 
before, that we remember, have they 
retreated before an armed foe. It is 
true that in 1916 it was requested that

There passed away on Wednesday 
a genuine American, with all the 
qualities which in fiction collect about 
that name, but which are not so often 
seen in’ real life; an American with 
the measureless patience, the’ deep 
and gentle humor, the whimsical and 
tolerant philosophy, and the dauntless 
courage, physical as well as moral, 
which we find most satisfyingly dis- 
Played in Linco.n, of all our heroes. 
The girl pioneer looking down through 
& crack in the attic floor at a band of 
drunken’ and dangerous Indians riot- 
ing in the cabin and waiting for the 
moment whén they might discover her 
hiding place; the young woman 
Preacher alone -in the wilderness 
with a driver who told her she was 
at his mercy, a girl whose revolver 
made him drive sullenly to safety at 
ther order; the somewhat older 
Preacher who fought with unruly 
sailormen at Cape Cod—what parts 
ANNA Howarp, SHaw played in an 
America that went with the passing 
of the frontier! 

As the world has come to know her 
in the last fifteen years, the years of 
her national fame, she was a states- 
mah. Her wise guidance of the wo- 
Man suffrage cause, a guidance which 
emphatically impressed upon the pub- 
lic mind that neither she nor the 
cause was responsible for the antics 
of the mad wing, the so-called mil- 
itants, probably had as much to do 
with its triumph as anything that 
contributed to bring it about. Her 
spell was not to be evaded. Even in 
conversation her voice had the inde- 
finable quality which makes the 
orator; and no one could look into 
those speaking eyes, or see that ma- 
jJestic ‘héad, without being aware 
that he was in the presence of ‘an 
unusual human being. Sanity, liber- 
ality, cheerfulness, and that humor- 
ous patience that one finds exempli- 
fied but seldom, except in the case of 
such a man as Batrour, all went to 
the making of a great American. It 
is true that she was not born in this 
country, but she lived all her life 
among us, and. many a native son 
or daughter is: less, of «an American 
than she. ANNA Howard SHAW lives 
in the hearts of those who knew her 
and in those of that far wider circle 
that came under the magic of her 
personality ‘and character, even 
though it were but for an hour.

DIDO AGUILAR, personal representative 


Government ‘* has no desire to con- 
‘* fiscate the property of the mine own-

General 
AGUILAR in this case merely replied 
that the Interests of French stock- 
holders would be protected. He did 
not attempt to argue the question or 
to justify the/decree. 

. Thus three hations, whose citizens 
own oil Jandg in Mexico acquired 
under mining laws enacted te carry 
out the provisions of the original 
Article 27 of the Constitution, have 
protested that the decree of Feb. 17, 
based upon the new policy of claiming 
petroleum for the State, threatened 
confiscation of the property of their 
eitizens.. General AcwtrLar, in his 
statement made on Wednesday before 
sailing for France, spoke of ‘‘ adjust- 
ments ’’ in cases where the Mexican 
law conflicted with foreign interests. 
He no longer refers complainants to 
the courts. His Government has con- 
fiscated nothing yet. It has made a 
step toward confiscation.

A CUBAN “WHO'S WHO.” 

The Hispanic Society, which before 
the war was most popularly known 
through its @xhibitions of Soro.za, 
ZvuLoaGa, and Gora, now comes for- 
ward with an enterprise of a very 
different character, but thoroughly ap- 
propriate to the era of reconstruction. 
A volume: entitled ‘‘ Cubans of To- 
day '" gives brief biographies of two 
hundred and twenty representative liv- 
ing men and is-illustrated by ninety 
portraits. It is by Wm11AM BELMONT 
Parker, whose biography of the poet 
Sin. has taken a high rank among 
works of its kind, and it is the result 
of an extended sojourn on the island. 
This Cuban ** Who's. Who ’’ is to be 
followed by similar volumes covering 
all the Latin-American countries. 

On many grounds it is desirable that 
we become better acquaintéd with our 
southern neighbors. The prostration 
of Europe has diverted an increasing 
stream of tourists to the American 
tropics and beyond. The importance 
of these volumes, however, is com- 
mercial. Before the war the United 
States had a subordinate interest in 
Latin America. English capital was 
largely represented, and Germany held 
a grip in the most important centres 
which was rapidly strengthening and 
spreading. Now we have an oppor- 
tunity which can occur but once. 
English rivalry will be honest, but 
none the less vigorous and able. Ger- 
many; as ig already evident, will take 
up her campaign where she dropped 
it in 1914. If there is any ‘change in 
her methods, it will be to make them 
more subtle and acute. 

The great deficiency of oir mer- 
chants and bankers has always been 
in a lack of knewledge of ‘local’ condi- 
tions and men. These’ publications 
of the Hispanic Society come at the 
critical moment and should serve as 
a real asset in the impending struggle.

This Task. it was while the war 
was on that our Great Ones in Wash- 
ington decided to restore the two-cent 
postage rate on letters of ordinary 
weight. The result, of course, is to give 
a mild but real thrill of satisfaction to 
the entire American population, or at 
least to the large part of it that occa- 
sionally writes, stamps, and mails a 
letter. The pleasure experienced, how- 
ever, in using a two-cent instead of a 
three-cent stamp hardly counterbalances 
the pain that was inflicted at first by 
the compuiblenfto vupe“three-cent: instead 
of two-cent, stamps... 

The explanation of this curious psy- 
chological phenomenon or paradox may 
have a mathematical basis, for while 
the change from 2 to 3 cents was an 
advance of 50 per cent., that from 3 
cents to 2 is a decrease of only 33 1-3 
per cent. But there is another and 
probably better eory .of the public’s 
failure audibly to rejoice over even a 
small decrease in its daily expenditures. 
It must have occurred to a good many 
people that, as taxes go, the one im- 
posed when the postage rates went up 
could almost be called enjoyable. Cer- 
tainly it was that in comparison with 
many—with almost all—of the, other new 
taxes we have to pay nowadays, and 
it had practically every claim to cheer- 
ful toleration that a tax can have. It 
was largely productive, its collection 
cost next to nothing, it was widely dis- 
tributed, and each person’s payment 
was in fairly equitable ratio with his 
need or inclination to utilize a privilege 
offered by the Government. About it 
there was nothing inquisitorial and it 
involved no changes in established cus- 
toms—qualities never more appreciated 


than now.

There was received at the office here 
‘of the League to Enforce Peace on 
Tuesday: the last written, message of 
Dr. Anna Howard Shaw. The manu- 
script; much of ‘it in Dr: Shaw's hand- 
writing, is ari appeal to the women of 
the country for the League of Nations. 
Dr. Shaw was a member of the National 
Executive Committee! of the League and 
one of the first women’ elected to of- 
fice in that organization. 

In. the manuscript received here Dr. 
Shaw.- said: 

** Everybody must die some time; and 
{t does’ not make as much difference, 
perhaps, as to the number of days we 
live ag it. does to the manner in which 
we live the days we do live.’’ 

Dr. Shaw's statement, which probably 
represents ‘her last work before the re- 
lapse which caused her death on, Wednes- 
day, is entitled, ‘‘ What the War Meant 
to Women.’ -In ‘it she’ makes an 
impassioned. plea for the establishment 
of a League of Nations for permanent 
peace and calls upon® the women in 
the’ United \States to use all thelr in- 
fluence to bring about the ratification 
of the League covenant. Following are 
some of Dr. Shaw’s most striking sen- 


tences: 

‘*We know that men are ready to 
die in war; but there are a great many 
things harder than to die. There are 
some things that are worth a great 
deal more than life, and one thing which 
was worth more than ‘life to the men 
who went out and laid,down their lives 
for the countries was’ not to leave a 
dishonored nation,. a nation unworthy 
of thé civilization‘of our time, a nation 
which had no heart to feel and no un- 
derstanding to realize the conditions of 
intimate association between nation and 
nation and the obligation which one na- 
tion has to caré for and sympathize with 
another. 

“ Want Peace Now and Ferever.”’ 

‘While Mr. Wilson said we want 
nothing out of the war, I said in my 
own heart: ‘It may be that we want 
nothing material out of the war, but,

‘The treaty or peace which has been 
submitted to the Germans I think is 
the most marvelous document in the 
world, and I have been wondering how

“ We must look facts in the facé: ATi 
humanity is one. The world is one. 
‘And no nation can svffer unless all 
nations suffer. No nation can prosper 
| without all nations prospering. e 
na ve got to take facts as they are and 
we have got to find out the best thing 
we can have. The Best thing that has 
been ven us and the only thing we 
have before us is this League of Na- 
tions: We have no other League of 

Nations. We have only this one. We 

must take this one or no one can tell

‘* Oh, men, we women, the mothers of 
the race, have given everything, have

BOOST BRITISH FOOD PRICES 


American peculators Quick to Profit 
by Officia) Blunders.

LONDON, July 3.—State blunder over 
the country’s cheese supply, by which 
Ameri speculators profited, was dis- 
closed today by W. H. Watkins, who is 
@ member of the Consumers’ Council, 
which consults syne the Ministry of 
Food. 

Speaking to a Daily Chronicle repre- 
sentative, he said the Ministry of Food 
had an offer of this season's production 
of cheese from Canada. The Ministry 
of “Food favored the Government pur- 
chasing the cheese in the interests of 
British consumers, but the Treastiry re- 
fused to advance the necessary money. 
The result was that American specu- 
lators bought up the Canadian cheese, 
and it is being passed to the British 
public at an enhanced price. 

Mr. Watkins also said that the Min- 
istry of Food had decided to resume 
bacon buying in the interests of the pub- 
lic. This resumption’of complete con- 
trol would mean the elimination of the 
spéeculator. He explained that when the 
Consumers’ Council was recently in con- 
sultation with the Ministry of Food it 
was pointed out to the council that ar- 
rangements which existed between the 
Ministry of Food and the American au- 
thorities represented by Mr. Hoover 
made a reduction in the price of bacon 
possible while the control remained. On 
the other hand the pig population of 
America had so increased that it was 
regarded as a twelve to one chance 
against. prices being increased if -the 
control were removed. The control as it 
affected ‘wholesale dealings, was ‘there- 
fore removed. 

The result was that the twelve to one 
chance came off and speculation drove 
the -wholesale prices to such a height 
that the Ministry of Food had now taken 
action. If the Ministry is able to pur- 
chase from America at the terms it ex- 
pects’ the e in price may be canfined 
to a penny “or twopence per pound. 


LABOR LEADERS TO SAIL. 


— and Tobin will Attend 
Amaterdam International Congress. 


‘Samuel Gompers, President .of _ the 
American Federation of Labor, and 
Daniel J. Tobin, Treasurer, head of the 
Teamsters’ Union, will sail: from, New 
York on July 11 on the Mauretania to 
represent the Américan Federation of 
Labor at the Amsterdam International 
Trade Unidn Congress, which will open 
on July 25. 

In. addition to a discussion of the in- 
ternationals labor attitude ‘toward the 
labor congress to be held in Washing- 
ton in Oetober, the Amisterdam congress 
probably will decide the question of 
moving the international headquarters 
from Berlin. It is believed that the seat 
of the League of Nations will be’ the 
future headquarters of the internationai 
trade union movement. 

In a statement issued yesterday by 
the American Alliance for Labor and 
Democracy, it was said that American 
labor has held-to a firm and consistent 


policy since .the war began, and that 
this was affirmed at the Atlantic City 
convention.

According to Gropper, he became ac- 
quainted with Brownstone while work- 
ing for the Government in connection 
with the income tax on the books of 
the clothier’s firm. On June 23, after 
the arrest of Weber, Grop said he 
received a request by telephone to call 
on Brownstone. Gropper did-so and 
had’ the first of a series of talks with 
the clothier that ended on June 30 and 
resulted in the arrest of Brownstone 
yesterday 

The first plan that was adopted, ac- 
cording to Gropper, to insure sécrecy 
for their conversations was for the two 
men to hold their discussions mainly on 
foot. The —— is alleged to ve 
worked out the plan to save the alleged 
culprits in the Pictorial Review case in 
the course of several walks up and down 
Fifth Avenue, during which the bribe 
offer is said to have opened at $1,000 
and gradually risen to twenty-five times 
that sum. ‘The first proposal, according 
to*’Gropper, was that he should leave 
the country.

ribe. The next s upreation, it was said, 
was that he should break down in his 
story, after taking the. witness stand, 
become confused, contradict“his own 
testimony, and destroy his value as a 
witness, so that Weber, ‘and others who 
might later be accused of complicity in 
the same transaction, would gu free.

~~ |McADOO ON PRICE INCREASE 


Declares Magistrate, Attacking 
Distribution Cost. 
— — 


Mayor Hylan and Chief Magistrate 
McAdoo both discussed the rise in. mflk 
prices yesterday. The Mayor expressed |, 
his opinions in a letter to Robert E. 
‘Dowling, Chairman of the Milk Commis- 
sion appointed by Governor Smith, in 
which he characterized the eee déal- 
ers as profiteers; urged. their pr - 
tion, and. suggested an appeal’ to r- 
nor Smith. 

His letter follows: 

‘“T see by the papers, if quoted cor- 
rectly, that you have received a letter 
from, the milk trust, stating that they 
have raised the price of Grades A and B 
milk, and that the increase Was neces- 
sary, as the companies would otherwise 
have to conduct their business’at a loss 
during the morith of July. 

“This statement no reasonable person 
will. believe. Milk is most plentiful this 
time of-the year, and these profiteers 
should not. be allowed to raise the price 
of milk. If you have no power to re- 
gulate price, you can, however,.appeal 
to the highest power in the State Yo. ask’ 
every District Attorney in the State to 
begin @“wigorous prosecution against the 
milk trust, and-the kind of prosecution 
that will send the culprits that have 
violated the law to jail. . 

‘* We tried at the last session of the 
Legislature to have the law repealed 
that gave the Dairymen’s League ex- 
emption, but this was not done, and 
since the Legislature adjourned, they 
are again at their old business of boost- 
ing prices at the expense of the public. 
The people will not tolerate much longer 
profiteering in foodstuffs, milk and 
other necessities of life.’ 

Magistrate McAdoo presiding yester- 
day at the milk inquiry conducted by 
the District Attorney, said that, under 
immunity granted by law, the farmers 
were acting in concert. to sell their 
products at one and the same price, or 
not at all. Farmers and distributors, 
he said,\.had entered into an agreement 
by which the price of milk was to be 
regulated’ by. the price of butter and 
cheese in the open market. 

**T,. among others at the inquiry, 
pointed out that after the armistice 
there would be an immiense and increas- 
ing demand for export for these arti- 
cles,’’ said Magistrate McAdoo. ‘‘ That 
has proved true and no doubt accelerates 
the price over former years.” 

The Magistrate said the farmer can 
Sell his milk,~or convert it into: butter 
and. cheese, i¢ that+is the most profit- 
able. ‘‘ The price, now regulated by 
butter and cheese, for which there is a 
tremendotis'export demand, is fluctuat- 
ing vidléntly, as shown by the differ- 
enge between the prices in May, June, 
and July,’’ he continued. ‘‘ Formerly 
staple prices fer milk were agreed upon 
for three months at a time. 

“The distributors now add _ three- 
——— of a cent on top of the raise of 

e farmers, Distribution is largely in 
the hands of a few big ee As 
a@ result of the investigation I am con- 
vinced that the State,and city will have 
to regulate this distribution or take over 
and entirely control it. 

‘The milk supply is as essential to 
the city.as that of water. If an enemy 
beste; cging the city cut off either, he 
would reduce the people to the direst 
straits. Milk is, if anything, more es- 
— to the infant than water. 

the farmers exercised their rights 
to 25 all milk into butter, cheese 
and other forms, and there was no fluid 
milk to be obtained, the State would be 
compelled, in order to save its citizens, 
to take over the production of milk.” 


MRS. WANSKER TO APPEAL. 


Justice Benedict Grants Applica- 
tion in Coney Island Shooting. 


Counsel for Mrs. Rebecca Wansker of 
Coney Island, who.was convicted of 
manslaughter in the first degree’on June 
4 for the killing of Samuel Silverberg, 
yesterday obtained a certificate. of rea- 
sonable doubt from Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Benedict in Brooklyn, who declared 
that her rights. had not been properly 
safeguarded at the trial. 

Justice Benedict, in his memorandum, 
criticised Supreme Court Justice Crop- 
sey, who presided at the trial, and As- 
sistant District Attorney Warbasse, who 
conducted the prosecution. Justide Bene- 
Py admitted Mrs.- Wansker to bail in 

25,000 pending her appeal. 

ba Wansker is the owner of a house

OSSINING, July 3.—Safely. returned 
to Sing Sing today, Chester Yates, the 
robber and jail- breaker, who has for 
seven years ‘been dodging’ police and 
prison authorities, told his adventures, 
punctuated with ‘some hard luck details. 
The money gained from his robberies, 
he now asserts, another ‘‘crook.”’ got 
away from him by extortion. Yates 
had married and started to ‘live 
straight '’ meanwhile. 

Keepers Michael Mack and Robert 
Martin greatly relieved the suspense of 
Warden Brophy and the official staff 
of Sing Sing when they appeared at 
the prison door with ‘the fugitive, who 
often boasted no cell would hold him. 

In his seven years as a fugitive, Yates 
has broken out of Sing Sing, the Tombs, 
and four other bastiles. The two keep- 
etfs kept the escaped. convict tightly 
handcuffed from the minute they opened 
the jail cell that held him in Kansas 
City, throughout the journey East, un- 
til they passed through the heavy steel 
Bates of Sing Sing. 

Yates, crestfalien, refused to tell how 
he. managed to escape from Sing Sing 
during the fog on thé morning of Dec. 
18, 1912, or how he “ beat" the New 
Orleans jail four years ago when re- 
arrested-.and held there for the Sing 
Sing getaway. 

‘*On the way,’ Keeper Mack said, 
“Yates gave us not’the slightest 
trouble. He seemed to be depressed, 
in fact, dumbfounded, when we called 
for him. He told ws that when arrested 
he had a good job, earning $45 a week

But a criminal 
whose acquaintance he made in New 
York, knowing he was wanted for jail- 
breaking, picked up his trail and biack- 
mailed him. 

This man got money out of him until, 
he said, he refused to give up any more. 
Then his éxtortioner told the Kansas 
City police there was a reward.out for 
him, and where he could be found. 

“ That is why,” said Yates solemnly, 
‘“I’m back here.”’ 

Much of the money he-got by the 
Bancroft robbery, he admitted, was 
taken away from him. by the biack- 
mailer. 

** T've been working in Kansas City 
four yeara,”’ said Yates, ‘‘with the 
same shoe concern that. employed me be- 
fore I got into trouble... [ was doing 
clerical wor I was surprised when 
Sing Sing guards appeared to take me 
away.
